Two men were fatally injured and four 
others seriously In an accident at the 
Wabash Building Tuesday morning. 

Fire destroyed most of the building re- 
cently and the men were removing the west 
wall. Sixty-five workingmen were on @& 
large staffold, extending the full length of 
the building. 

Without warning a section of the scaf- 


fold gave way, falling to the floor. below,-}- 


It-carried eight men with it as it crashed 
into the mass of debris. 

Only two of the eight escaped the plunge. 
One grasped the. top of the wall and hung 
there until rescued by fellow workmen, The 
other jumped to the portion of scaffold that 
remained. 

The men had been at work less than half 
_ an hour when the crash came. 

They were divided into crews of four. 
Fach crew had a wheelbarrow. Two men 
removed bricks from the top of the wall 
and two wheeled the loaded barrows to the 
rear of the building and dumped the bricks 
into the alley. 

Just before the fatal plunge the men on 
that portion of the scaffold in the north- 
west corner of the building on the fourth 
floor had been ordered to quit work tem. 
porarily to give a foree of workmen a 
chance to repair the chute used in carry- 
ing the bricks from the building. 

Two wheeibarrows had been loaded and 
stood on the scaffold. The men were in a 
group, conversing, at the extreme north 
end of tte scasfold. Their combined weight 
in one spot was too much for the filmsy 
structure. A section twenty feet long gave 
way. The timbers flew in every direction. 
Leyh, Wertheim, Croswell, Harris, Wilson, 
Smith and two negroes were precipitated to 
the floor below. 

Charles Meintz, who was etanding on the 
scaffold, jumped back and was left on the 
very edge of the portion of the platform 
that remained intact. 

John Lesa grasped the top of the wall and 
hung there. Meintz grabbed his companion 
and pulled him to his side, ° 

é cries and groans of the injured men 
resounded through the building. ' 

Superintendent Frank Vincent of the Mis- 
e0url company was sianding at the south 
end of the eca’cid when the crash came. 

With his force of workmen he ran down 
& temporary staircase, outside the building, 
to the third floor, 

The two negroes who went down with the 
ecaffold extricated themaglves and left the 
building by a ladder. Vincent tried to call 
them back, but they ran down Seventh 
street. None of the workmen knew their 
names, 

The othor six men were still under'a mase 
of bricks and timbers.

Wertheim Wos next taken out. He was 
unabie to walk and groaned piteously. 

These two were placed in a large dry 
goods case and lowered by ropes from the 
0 ge story window on the Beventh street 
eide. 

The crash attracted an immense crowd 
and the rescuers, bearing Leyh and Werth- 
eim, had to fight the‘r way to the ambu- 
lance. 

Crosswell, Harris, Wilson and Smith were 
carried down the temporary stairs on the 
west side of the bu lding and over the roof 
of the Lincoln Trust Company's building 
to the building occupied by Fischer & Co. 
at 714 Chestnut street, and thence to the 
street. 

All of the men had a narrow escape from 
a #-foot plunge into the basement. Only 
the extreme western portion of the floor, 
to which they fell, is intact. A few feet

POLITICAL CONTESTS IN TEN STATES. 


To-day elections are held in ten States, and in addition the most interest- 
ing municipal contest ever waged in any American city will be decided by the 
ballots cast in Greater New York. 

In Virginia, Ohio, Iowa and Massachusetts full tickets from Gov- 
ernor down will be vcted for. Iowa and Ohio are attracting most of the at- 
tention. In Ohio the issue is the election of a Senator, and therefore the in- 
terest centers not in the gubernatorial result, but in the composition of the 
Legislature. Senator Hanna is the big figure in Ohio State politics at pres- 
ent, and is really the issue. Both sides are confident of success. 

In lowa the campaign is most picturesque. The issue there is the ver 
same as stirred the country in the national campaign—free silver. Leslie M. 
Shaw and Fred E. White are the respective candidates. The Republicans 
claim that Mr. Shaw will have a plurality of at least 40,000. The other ele- 
ments in the election are,not sufficiently worthy of special-cwe\deration, 

The campaign in Massachusetts has been unable to raise a ripple of ex--

citement. It is as dead as can be, for the reason that the Republican ticket 
seems certain of election. 

In Maryland the issue is Senator Gorman. As to the outcome it can only 
be said that the result is in great doubt, though both sides claim to be able 
to count enough votes in the Legislature to secure a majority on joint bal- 
lot and to elect the United States Senator. The Republicans have a slight ad- 
vantage in that of the thirteen holdover State Senators nine are Republican. 

The National or Gold Democrats of Kentucky are on trial in that State. 
That is the most interesting feature of the election in that State. 

In Virginia, Pennsylvania, Colorado and Nebraska the campaigns are 
rather insignificant, but are interesting in their bearing on the silver ques- 
tion. This is especially true of William J. Bryan’s home State. 

The State election in New York is totally overshadowed by the wonderful 
campaign and the tremendous issues of the municipal election in Greater 
New York. No contest in politics of a purely local nature has ever created 
such interest in the up-State counties as has the Greater New York contest 
for Mayor, and the death of one of the foremost candidates has but added 
to that interest. It is*apparent that the general expectations are that Tam- 
many will win, and that Mr. Low and Mr. Tracy will have a fight for second 
place. These prognostications are based upon the theory that the normal 
Republican vote is very much more evenly divided among the candidates 
than is the Democratic vote.

THE FIRST INDICATIONS. 


The gathering of the election returne to- 
night will be complicated by the large num- 
ber of tickets in the fleld and the mulfi- 
plicity of candidates ta be voted for. The 
size of the ballot and the probability that 
many mistakes- in marking will be made 
will render the task of getting at the re- 
sult still more difficult. The special elec- 
tion law for Greater New York makésg the 
olice Board of the present New York City 
the Board of Canvassers of the vote.

The first news received will probably come 
from the down-town districts, where Tam- 
many’s strength Is the greatest.

The come- 
parative strength of Low and Tracy in 
“these districts, however, will be of itmpore- 
tance. Mr. Low’s friends believe that he 
will receive many votes from the tenement 
house districts, and particularly from the 
densely populated Hebrew districts of the 
lower East Side.

The early returns should also give a dé- 
cisive indication of the strength of Henry 
George, Jr. If he is strong anywhere it is 
among the dock laborers along the water 
front of the East and North Rivers.

A FLOATER IN THE RIVER. 


AROUND THE NECK WAS A ROPE, 
AND A STONE HAD BEEN AT- 
TACHED THERETO. 


BODY WAS WELL DRESSED. 


It Was in the Water but Two Days 
and Evidently Came From a 
Town Above—That of a 
Middle-Aged Man. 


The St. Louis police are working on the 
case of the dead man taken from the river 
at the foot of Chouteau avenué Monday 
afternoon. It may develop into a murder. 

There was a small rope, almost a cord, 
drawn tightly about the man’s neck, {nd)- 
cating that he had been strangled. 

Considerable force had been used {fn 
tightening the rope, as it was sunken deep- 
ly into the fold of the neck, 

The body ts that of a man 45 years old, 
6 feet 7 inches in height, weight 145 pounds. 
Hie had a short, bushy, uneven beard of 
brown, mixed with gray. On the body was 
a@ suit of well-worn, but good clothing.

@ hope that somewhere it will be recognized. 

Monday night there was a belief that the 
man had committed suicide by hanging him- 
self, for a picce of rope, similar to the kind 
about the neck, was found in one of his 
pockets, 

But a careful examination of the rope 
about the neck indicates that the loose end 
had been wrapped about a piece of flag- 
sione of considerable size and that the stone 
Was uscd “as a weight to carry the body 
to the bottom of the river. , 

Supt. Mack found smal]]l particles of the 
flagstone in the end of the rope. There was 
a loop in the end which held the stone. 

rhe police believe it probable that the cur- 
rent forced the body along the bed of the 
river, and t#e rope about the stone, in 
striking on the rivef® bed, was worn through 
and released the weight from the bodv. 
Phen the body rose *o the surface and float- 
ed down stream, 

The police do not sav that the man could 
not have killed himself, but they believe it 
not likely.

|\CAPT. CAMPBELL ORDERED TO 


PROCEED AGAINST THE 
POOL-SELLERS THERE. 


A POLICE BOARD RULING. 


Permission to Continue Until the Su- 
preme Court Rules on the Law 
Refused and the Officers 
Ordered to Act. 


Capt. Campbell of the Eighth District has 
been ordered by Chief Harrigan to obtain 
evidence against the bookmakers at the 
Sportsman’s Park race track and swear out 
warrants against the offenders Wednesday. 
This move,is the result of a conference be- 
tween Vice-President Lewis and Chief Har- 
rigan on Tuesday morning. 

Chief Harrigan, at noon, said that he had 
instructed Capt. Campbell to swear out 
warrants against the bookmakers and all 
parties connected with the betting privi- 
leges, 

“I do not know who the partics are 
against whom the warrants will be issued,’’ 
said the Chief. “Capt. Campbell Las been 
instructed to proceed against every indi- 
Vidua. selling pools, making book or regis- 
tering bets at the track. Hus orders are to 
lose no time in vbtaining warrants against 
the offenders,”’ 

The Chief's action is prompted by a com- 
munication addressed to sim Tuesday by 
Gen, Lewis, as fuilows: 

‘“‘The Board of Police Commissioners have 
rece.ved from the Sportsman’s Park and 
Club a communication requesting that this 
board permit the so-called race meeting, 
which is said to be in progress at Sports- 
man’s Park, to be continued until] the Su- 
preme Court shall have passed upon the 
constitutionality of the act of April 7, 1897, 
commonly called the breeders’ bill. 

“The board has no authority to grant any 
such indulgence. To merely race horses is 
not an offense, but to sell pools, make book 
or register bets upon any race track be- 
tween Nov. 1 and April 15 is a violation of 
the law. The board is bound to assume that 
the act of April 7 is a valid law. 

‘You are therefore directed to arrest any 
and all persons selling pools, making book 
or registering bets at the race track, known 
as Sportsman’s Park, and torproceed with 
their prosecution, no matter what may have 
been the rulings heretofore of subordinate 
tribunals upon questions involved,”’ 


Sale of the Davitt Mine.

He says, how- 
ever, that he understands that there is no 
money for the constructural iron’ work, 
which will have to be done before the plas- 
tering. 

At the nearest, that work, he understands, 
will not be done until next spring, if the 
money is available for it then.

THE OCCULTIST AND ASSOCIATES 
ACCUSED OF MISTREATMENT 
OF CHILDREN; 


DISS DE BAR MIXED IN IT. 


The Notorious Fomale Fraud Was 
With Foulke and They Were Pre- 
paring for Flight When 
the Law Stepped In. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

ONSET BAY, Mass., Nov. 2.—Henry B. 
Foulke, who has posed as the leader of 
theosophy in this country, is in the county 
jail at Wavbrham, charged with cruelty to 
ehildren. Foulke was arrested at the cot- 
tage which he and Ann Odelia Diss de Bar 
have occupied this season at the Onset spir- 
itualistic camp ground. The pair were pre- 
paring to flee to New York. The arresting 
officers were B. J. Loring and E. R. Smythe 
of the Soctety for the Prevention of Cruelty 
to Children. 

For a year past Loring has been investl- 
gating complaints against Foulke and oth- 
ers of the new cult here, The evidence 
which they have collected they will put 
before the Grand-jury with a view to the 
arrest of fully fifty theosophists and spir- 
itualists. 

One boy ts named as the complainant 
against Foulke, but the officers have six 
child witnesses, four of whom are boys 
ranging from 18 to 16 years old, and two 
are girls of 12. 

The case will be tried on Thursday, to 
which date Foulke was bound over in 
$2,500 bond, Diss de Bar scurried around 
to get bail for him, but was unsuc 2essful. 

The officers assert that Foulke and other 
theosophists have been conducting a circle 
with Foulke as King and a little girl as 
Queen. As a result several children have 
become crazy Foulke is about 40, of smooth 
face and a good talker. He came here from 
Philadelphia, five years ago, where he gave 
up a real estate brokerage and legal busi- 
ness worth $10,000 a year to promote occult- 
ism. He has had no visible means of sup- 
port while here, but bas lived like a noble- 
man among the mediums and theosophists,

In fact, one who talks with her 
would be astonished at her apparently 
boundless zeal for the reformation of man- 
kind. Her tarry at Joliet, of course, Is 
not a favorite topic before strangers, and 
she prefers to dilate upon her “sufferings 
in the jungles of India” and her fateful 
flapdoodles of the far east. ‘‘Mahatmas,”’ 
“Karma,” “‘occultism,’”’ ‘‘spirits’’ and the 
like are seemingly beloved of the tawny 
madame, 

While Diss de Bar, the husband of this 
individual who styles herself Vera Ava, is 
living in Chicago in poverty and has never 
happened under, public notice except from 
the incidental fact of his being the wo- 
man’s husband, Vera Ava became known 
to two continents. In 1890 ‘‘a lady heavily 
veiled and possessing a general air of mvys- 
tery’’ appeared in Chicago as an ostensible 
philanthropist: of immense wealth, Making 
various mysterious expeditions about that 
city on the alleged mission of conferring 
some wonderful boon upon the race, she 
disappeared at last from a well-known 
Catholic institution on the west side, The 
matter was brought to the attention of the 
press for a week; several columns a day 
‘were allotted to Vera Ava. 

After several weeks the woman was dis- 
covered in Cincinnati. Investigation re- 
vealed that the great and good philan- 
thropist was not afflicted with material 
richea of any sort, so far’as police and 
reportorial scrutiny could ascertain.

Orchardson came 
into notice some time later, when it’! was 
learned that a wealthy widow, residing at 
Quincy, Ill., was dead, leaving a will be- 
ueathing a great sum of money to the pro- 
eseor., 

Meanwhile Mme, Vera had been down to 
New York giving the mammon-worshiping 
iothamites a whirl of theosophy. The sale 
at auction of a lot of paintings seized by 
the city detective department called notice 
three months ago to Vera Ava’'s relations 
with a rich New Yorker. After the New 
York visit she hastened back to Chicago. 
Her experience with a lawyer whereby he 
parted with a large sum of money soon 
gave Vera_a new standing in the news 
columns. Then, on a charge and conviction 
of “doing’’’a wealthy resident of Northern 
Illinois, she was sent to Joliet penitentiary. 

Early last February the aristocratic sub- 
urd of Woodlawn was given something to 
discuss at tea tables when it became evi- 
dent that Diss de Bar had been dwelling In 
Sixty-third street with a young woman who 
combines the millinery business with Chris- 
tian science, The young woman met the 
woman at a theosophical lecture in the 
Mason'ec Temple.

her home on Sixty-third street. Mme, De 
Deya's arrival was soon noised about the 
neighborhood and a large number of pa- 
tients came to be healed, Medicine was 
used in some caces and hypnotism and 
clairvoyancy in others.

OUR UNSETTLED EMPIRE. 

According to the annual report of the 
Commiseioner of the General Land Office, 
there are still open for settlement in the 
United States and Territories, exclud- 
ing Alaska, lands aggregating 631,342,961 
acres. This is 986,473 square miles, Let 
us examine these figures, 

The area of the thirteen original States 
was 544,253 equare miles. Taking at ran- 
dom thirteen Western and Southern 
States, including Missouri, Illinois, Kan- 
san and Texas, we can make an area of 
971,530 square miles, 

So that, to-day, the United States Gov. 
ernment offers for settlement an empire 
nearly three times as large as the thir- 
teen original States for which our fath- 
ers fought, and bigger by several thou- 
sand square miles than thirteen of the 
great Southern and Western States of 
which we are justly proud. 

One may well stand aghast at these 
figures. This land, it is true, is partly in 
what is known as the arid region. But 
many thousands of square miles of it 
are in such States as Wisconsin, the Da- 
kotas, Washington and Wyoming, where 
crops are fairly certain.

The following British cities either operate 
their own car lines or are préparing to do 
s0: London, Glasgow, Liverpool, Manches- 
ter, Leeds, Sheffield, Edinburgh, Dubiin, 
Bradford, Leicester, Belton, Huddersfield, 
Plymouth, Halifax, St. Helens, Newport 
and Blackpool. 


In spite of the reduction in fare, increase 
in wages and better accommodations, the 
report of the municipal] street-car lines of 
Glasgow, for the year ending May 31, 1896, 
shows an axcess of receipts over expendl- 
tures of more than $400,000. 


Soon after the municipality teok charge 
of the Glasgow Street Railway system it 
granted dn increase in wages:to all grades 
of the service, amounting to about $,ovv 
year. 


The successful operation by Glasgow of 
the municipalized street railway plant has 
been coincident with the strong competition 
which the old lessees of the plant offered 
with their whole stud of seasoned tram- 
way horses and their 175 omnibusés, 


The number of passengers traveling an- 
nually on the Glasgow street railways is 
99,000,000. It is estimated that they realized 
a saving of $900,000 in a single year from 
the reduction in fares brought about under 
municipal ownership. 


The year following the taking over by 
the city of Glasgow's street car lines the

The committee which has drawn up 
the plans estimates an annual traffic ‘of 
110,000,000. The company having the fran- 
chise is to pay 1 cent for each passenger 
carried, which will give the city a revenue 
from this source of $1,100,000.

Increase of Over 38,000,000 for the 
Month of October, 


WASHINGTON, D. C., Nov. 2—The 
monthly statement of the public debt showy 
that at the close of business Oct. 30, 1897, 
the debt, less cash in Treasury, amounted 
to $1,020,563,901, an increase for the month 
of $8,441,188. This increase is principally ac- 
counted for by a decrease in the amount of 
cash on hand as follows: Interest-bearing 
debt, $847,365,500; debt on which interest has 
ceased since maturity, $1,331,540; debt bear- 
ing no interest, $379,663,690. Total, $1,228,- 
320,690. This amount, however, does not 
incgide $580,456,953 in certificates and treas- 
ury notes outstanding, which are offset by 
an equal amount of cash In the treasury. 

The cash in the treasury Is classified as 
follows: Gold, $190,387,256; silver, $509,351,943; 
paper, $113,441,900; bonds, disbursing officers’ 
balances, ete’, $18,484,756. Total, $831.669,957, 
against which there are demand liabilities 
amounting to $623,913,857, leaving the net 
cash balance in the treasury $207,756,099.

INTERNAL REVENUE REPORT. 


Receipts for the Fiscal Year Less Than 
the Year Before. ’ 


WASHINGTON, D. C., Nov. 2.—The re- 
port of the Commissioner of Internal Rev- 
enue for the fiscal year ending June 30, 1897, 
shows the total receipts from all sources 
to have been $146,619,583, a decrease as com- 
pargd with the fiscal year 1896 of $311,022. 
The important changes are an increase of 
$1.338.172 in the receipts from the distilled 
spirits, as compared with 1896, and a de- 
crease of practically the same amount in 
the receipts from fermented liquors. The 
total cost of collection for the fiscal year 
was $3,848,669, a decrease over 1896 of $237,822. 

The total production of distilled spirits, 
exclusive of fruit brandies, during the last 
fiscal year was 62,455,448 taxable gallons, a 
decrease in Eerenction, as compared with 
896. of 24,123,065. There were also produced 
298.921 gallons of apple brandy, 17,251 of 
peach brandy, 1,406, of grape brandy, and 
varying amounts of other brandies, making 
a total of eee ee or an aggregate 
decrease of 1,500.42. The quantity of dis- 
tilled ee et was 246,096,921 gallons, a 


decrease of 841 gallons. 

During the year 3,158 distilleries of al] 
kinds were operated, a decrease of 3,059. 
There were produced 34,462,822 barrels of 
beer, a decrease, as compared with 1896, of 
1,296,428 barrels. The total receipts from the 
taxes om tobacco, cigars, cigarettes, snuff, 
etc. were $30,710,297, a decrease for the year 
Oo . 


THE POSTAL SAVINGS BANKS. 


The English Government Has Reduced 
‘the Rate of Interest. 


LONDON, Nov. 2.—The English Govern- 
ment has been moved by the phenomena]! 
increase in the deposits at the Post-office 
savings banks, which show a growth this 
year of some $30,000,000 over the preceding 
twelve months, to decide upon the lowering 
of the rate of interest. The authorities 
do not ascribe the astounding tncrease in 
the number of deposits to any correspond- 
ing growth of prosperity, but to the fact 
that well-to-do and even rich people are 
now using the savings banks for the pur- 
pose of obtaining for their deposits a rate 
of interest, which, in the existing cond!tion 
of the money market, they could not pos- 
sibly get at any ordinary bank. 

Moreover, the Government cannot find 
safe investinent to prov'de the interest now 
payable to savings banks’ <dlepositors, and 
thus loses money On its operation,

away from him, except by dye process of 
law, as provided in the State constitution. 
Judge Creighton ruled against him and fined 
him for contempt of court. The court held 
that this professional knowledge was not 
property within the meaning of the consti- 
tution and that in the exercise of the right 
of the court to summon witnesses and com- 
pel them to testify no distinction could be 
made between kinds of knowledge. To make 
such a distinction would defeat the ends of 
justice. The finding of Judge Creighton is 
upheid by the*Supreme Court.

The Ornes have traveled in their gospel 
wagon all the way from the Atlantic coast 
and they’came to St. Louis from Illiinols. 
They live in the wagon, except when they 
strike the large cities. Then they take 
lodgings. While in St. Louis they are at 
193 Morgah street. 

Next Sunday morning Mrs. Orne will 
preach to the women prisoners in the Work- 
house. In the afternoon Mr. Orne will 
hold services in the jail. In the meantime, 
both will ask the Mayor for permits to hold 
street services,’ 

Mr. Orne’s especial aim at present ts the 
betterment of the condition of the slum 
children, particularly those confined in the 
penal institutions of the country. His head- 
quarters are at his home in Syracuse, N. 
Y., and he is now on his second trip south 
in his wagon, gathering data for a book he 
hopes to publish on the subject of ‘‘Juve- 
nile Reformatories.’ 

Mr. Orne says there are more than 350,- 
000 homeless children in the United States. 
and that the penal institutions, refuges and 
reformatories for the little ones are Geplor- 
ably over crowded and in some instanc>s 
shamefully mismanaged, In visiting the va- 
rious institutions,~Mr. Orne says he tries 
to learn four facts: Who the priso ners are; 
why they are in the reformator what is 
being done for their good while shore >: what 
becomes of them when they are liberated.

THE INSURANCE SUPERINTEND- 
ENT CENSURED MERELY FOR 
AN “IMPRUDENCE.”

Miss Tillie Schneider Testified That 
the Defendant Litted Her Foot 
One Day While Her Em- 
ployer Was Absent.

There was a solemn trial in the First 
Methodist Church, Glasgow avenue and 
Dayton street, Monday night. 

John 8. Gannon of 2817 Dickson street, as- 
eietant superintendent of the Metropolitan 
Insurance Co., had been charged with in- 
sulting and making itmproper advances to 
Miss Lillie Schneider, the 17-year-old 
daughter of Henry Schneider of 2333 Mc- 


Nair avenue. 

rhe charges were preferred by A, J, Sny- 
der, a contractor and rental agent, at 
(Broadway end Biddle street. He is the 
employer of Miss Schneider, and expressed 
his disapproval of Mr, Gannon’s conduct 
by appealing to the church for action in 


the matter. 

Rev. James H. Early, the pastor, presided 
at the trial, the court consisting, as the 
discipline requires, of nine members of the 
congregation. 

Ww. B. Evans, President of the Vionna 
Model Bakery Company, conducted the de- 
fense, and did it so guccessfully that in the 
face of the testimony presented he won the 
casa. 

The evidence«weas heard from Miss Schnei- 
der, Mr. Snyder and others for the prose- 
cution, while the ¢efense contented iiself 
with statements as to Mr, Gannon’s previ- 
ous good character. 

When the testimony was all in, the 
chureh court held aa executive session and, 
afierwards gave a verdict declaring Sir. 
Gannon not guilty of the charges preferred. 
lt heid, however, that he had been guilty 
of im prudence : 

Miss Schneider has teen in Mr. Snyders 
employ one year and bears a good repu- 
tation, Her story was to this effect: 

“Several days ago Mr. Gannon came to 
Mr. Snyder's office to see my employer. Mr. 
Snyder was out. Mr. Gannon placed a 
chair near mine and sat down, He said: 
I’ve goat a tack In my shoe.’ He reached 
down, as I supposed, to his own shoe, but 
ingiead he seized my foot and placed it on 
hs knee, 

“| was so startied and ashamed I didn't 
know what to do. I jerked my foot down 
and rebuked him, but he seized me again vj) 
the ankle, 

“Then I jumped from my chair, and he 
grabbed me and put his arms around me. I 
was frightened,’ but I ran tnto the back 
room, thinking to escape into the street. 

“Gannon followed and twice again took 
hold of me. 1 ran back into the front of- 
fice, where he seized me, and taking a 
chair, tried to pull me onto his lap. I told 
him I would stand his conduct no jonger, 
oa Sreget ay he desisted instantly I should 
arouse the neighborhood. Then he left. 

“Shortly afterwards Mr. Snyder returned, 
and noticing my nervous eondition he de- 
Mmanded to know what had happened, and 
little by little I told him, He was angry, 
and went that night to Gannon’s house to 
demand an explanation. Gannon was not 
at home, but later claimed that I had com- 
plained of a tack in my shoe and he had 
then put tny foot on his knee.’ 

This was in substanee, the charge upon 
Which Mr. Gannon was arraigned before his 
church, He had a preliminary examination 
ten Gays ago, but in the pastor’s absence 
no conclusion was reached. With the re- 
turn of Rev. Barly the regular church court 
was convened, with the result stated, 

Mr. Evans, who defended Mr. Gannon, 
was not willing to give any further in- 
formnation about the trial, except the verdict 
of the court, holding that the details were 
not necessary at the present time. 


A, J. Shyder, the prosecuting witness, was 
Seen at his place of business, 1229 North 
Broadway. He said: 

“The trial was not a fair one. The pro- 
ceedings’ Were prejudicial to the rights and 
interes's of the young lady. Although I was 
the prosecuting witness, I was ndt per: 
mtted to be in the room, except when tes- 
tifying. I wanted to be there io coach the 
prosecutor. 

“Il had prepared lists of questions which 
I wanted asked of my witnesses. They were 
intended to bring out answers showing Gan- 
non-s character, I have seen several of the 
Witnesses and they say that none of these 
questions were aeked by the prosecutor. 

When all the evidence had been heard 
the jury retired. Jt only considered a tew 
moments, Then 1 was called in. The pastor 
wong over the proceedings and announced 
iat the jury had found the defendan: gullty 
of imprudence toward the young lady. 

He then read from the church jaws a 
DASHuge Which gaid if the accused, after be- |

They must bid to 
make that good, But suppose the commit- 
tee does not bid? Others will; the Govern- 
ment may. 

“The years 1890, 1891 and 1892 are the real 
tests of the Kansas Pacific's net income, 
and it can be put down at $1,000,000, and this 
is 4 per cent on $26,000,000; 5 per cent on 
$20,000,000. Does any sane business man be- 
lieve, therefore, that the Reorganization 
Committee will let it be sold for $12,300,000, 
when it will pay 4 per cent on nearly twice 
that amount, 6 per cent on nearly. $8,000,000 
more than that amount—owning, as the 
committee does, liens junior to that of. the 
Government and which in such event 
would be a total loss?

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POLICE THINK A‘ 
FIREBUG DID IT 


Building Formerly O¢cupied 
by the Tageblatt Gutted. 


A MAN SEEN RUNNING AWAY. 


THE INTERIOR WAS A MASS OF 
FLAMES WHEN THE FIRE- 
MEN ARRIVED. 


FLOORS SOAKED WITH OIL. 


Wm, M. Senter’s Building, 311 Wal- 
nut Street, Provably Set on Fire 
and the Tageblatt Lost Some 
Mortgaged Property. 


In‘cne opinion of the Fire and Police De- 
partments the fire which gutted the three- 
story brick building at 311 Walnut street 
early Tuesday morni§%g was of incendiary 
origin. 

The building was formerly occupied by the 
St. Louis Workingmen’s Publishing Assaei- 
ation, publishers of the Tageblatt. 

About three months ago the Tageblatt 
consolidated with the Abendpost, the even- 
ing edition of the Anzeiger des Westens. 
The Tageblatt’s owners removed most of 
their fixtures to the Anzeiger building. There 
remained in the burned building a large 
printing press, several type-setting ma- 
chines and desks and a large quantity of 
type. 

It was 2:45 a. m, when Policeman Sears 
discovered the fire and turned in an alarm. 
He had paseed by the building a short time 
previous and éverything seemed secure. Be- 
fore the engines arrived the structure was 
a mass of fiames. It took an hour’s hard 
fignt'ne before the firemen had the fire un- 
der control. In the meantime a second 
alarm lad been turned in, 

It was at first thought that an electric 
wire caused the fire, but investigation 
proved that all wires in the building had 
been ‘‘dead’’ since the ageblatt moved 


eut. 

The incendiary theory was advanced by 

George Grinhan, a night watchman in the 
Vendome stables, directly across the street. 
He stated that shortly before the fire was 
discovered he saw a man emerge from the 
building, lock the front door and hasten 
west on Walnut street. About 15 minutes 
later he noticed flames and smoke burstin 
from the front windows on the first an 
second floors. About the same time Police, 
man Sears turned in an alarm. 
» Before the firemen got the flames under 
control the building was gutted and the 
contents destroyed. The floors and wood- 
work of the building were saturated with 
oil and printers’ ink, which caused the 
flameg to burn with unusual flerceness. 

Capt. Evans of the Salvage Corps is 
strongly inclined to believe in the incendiary 
theory. ¥ 

“When I got there,” he said, “‘the fire 
was burning too flercely~fo permit .anyone 
to enter the building, so if any traces of 
arson existed we were unable to discover 
them. It looks to me, though, likelahe work 
of an incendiary, as it is very rare for the 
flames to get such a start all over a bulld- 
ing unless it be deliberately set on fire.’’ . 

The building is owned by William M. 
Senter, a cotton broker, at Third and Wal- 
nut streets. He estimates his loss at ab@ut 
$3,000, fully covered by insurance. The 
Aamage to the contents of the building will 
reach about $10,000, insured for $7,000. 

The Tageblatt, formerly published in the 
building. has been in a rather upset con- 
dition for some time. About four years 
ago the paper mortgaged its machinery, 
fixtures, etc., to Brewers’ Union, No. 4, for 
$2,500. This mortgage was never recorded. 
Shortly afterwards the paper sold its ma. 
chinery, etc., and put the proceeds into its 
business. The mortgage still remained. 

New machinery was at once bought and 
upon that George Filbrunn, manager of the 
St. Louls Workingmen’s Publishing Asso- 
ciation, took a mortgage for $4,000 

Recently the Brewers’ Union No, 4 insti- 
tuted suit in Judge Klein's court for the 
amount of its mortgage and also asked for 
an injunction restraining the owners from 
removing any of the machinery or fixtures 
from the building. This injunction was de- 
nied last Saturday. 

On the way to the fire the buggy driven 
by Agesistant Chief Tom ucker collided 
with Truck No. 6. The assistant chief's 


‘buggy was badly damaged, but he escaped 


with a few slight brulses. 


MORPHINE BY MISTAKE 


Error in Taking Medicine Causes the 
Death of Denver’s Postmaster. 


DENVER, Colo., Nov. 2.—James H. Jor- 
dan, postmaster of Denver, died at midnight 
from the effects of an overdose of morphine 
pills which he had taken last evening, sup- 
posing them to be cathartic pills. Mr. Jor- 
dan was born at Shreveport, La., in 1847. 
In New Orleans he became actively identi- 
fied with Democratic politics, 

In 1891 he came to Denver He was ap- 
pointed postmaster here through the Influ- 
ence of the Loulsiana members of Congress. 
His administration has given general] satis- 
faction. His term would have expired 
February 2, 1898. 

Mr. Jordan was one of the most enthu- 
siastic promoters of the annual Festival of 
Mountain and Plain. The experience he 
had gained in New Orleans in arranging 
for Mardi Gras was invaluable, and many 
of the pleasing features of Denver's great 
festival were originated by him.

Houk of 3116 School street 
came from Battle Creek to St. Louis a few 
months ago: She is the most prominent 
member of the society that meets in the 
hall at 2956 Sheridan avenue. 

“We do not know what is,going on at 
Battle Creek,’’ said Mrs. Hguk, ‘‘and we 
will not until our representatives return. Of 
the 18,000 people in Battle Creek 6,000 of 
them are Adventists. There is always 
greater activity while the conferences are 
in session and just after them, and the fer- 
vor and religious enthusiasm shown at Bat- 
tle Creek by the brethren is not surprising.

IS SORRY HE DIDN'T FIGHT. 


“Sport” Heffernan Regrets That He 
Surrendered in Chicago. 


Frank, alias “Sport” Heffernan, was 
Placed in the calaboose Tuesday morning 
by Detective McGrath, who brought him 
from Chicago Monday night. 

The trip down was uneventful. Heffernan 
was silent and quiet and appeared to be 
inwardly regretting that he did not make 
a fight when captured in Chicago. He had 
learned that Rohan was very bitter against 


him for not making an effort to use his re- 
volver, and phis tended to make him sullen 
ands> morose, 

Tuesday morning he was still in a sullen 
mood. He was taken to Chief Harrigan’s 
office to be examined as to the manner in 
which he escaped from jail. He said that 
he was not originally in the plot to escape, 
and knew nothing of how the details were 
arranged. On the day of the escape he saw 
Rohan and O'Malley in earnest conversa- 
tion, and,’ suspecting what was in the wind, 
followed them when they climbed over the 
cells. O’Malley and Rohan escaped through 
the jailer’s residence, and he went through 
the patrol house on Twelfth street, he says, 
although this statement is not believed by 
the officials. He says he went down to the 
railroad yards, boarded a train and went to 
Springfield, Mo. From there he went to 
Hot Springs, then to Denver, and then to 
Chicago, arriving there a month ago. 

The Chief was unable to obtain much in- 
formation from Heffernan regarding his 
moveinents since he broke jail. He denied 
having participated in any of the hold-ups 
credited to Rohan, O'Malley and himself 
since their escape, and declared that he had 
done no crooked work of any kind since. 

Detective McGrath says that Heffernan at 
first denied his identity when the officer saw 
him in the Desplainés street station in Chi- 
cago, and said his name was John Flynn, 
When ‘he realized that McGrath knew him 
he admitted his identity and consented to 
return without ig ge eg papers. 

McGrath went to the County Hospital, 
where Rohan was a patient. Rohan recog- 
nized him, smiled and greeted him pleas- 
antly. The little murderer expressed un- 
concern whether he lived or died, but said 
that he would like to get revenge on Hef- 
fernan for not assisting him in his fight with 
the Chicago officers. He told McGrath he 
would willingly accompany him back to St. 
Louis when he got well, provided the de- 
tet:ive would tréat him well on the way 
down. 

“Tt’'ll be the last chance for a good time 
I'll have for a long while, you know, Tom,” 


he observed, with a smile. 


After his interview with the Chief Hefrer- 
nan was taken back to the calaboose and 
locked up in a cell. He is charged with 
robbing the residence of John Boehman, 
1827 North Twentieth street, on the night 
of July 3 last.

It was raining pitchforks at 6 o'clock 
Monday night, when Feldman appeared 
along the tracks of the Iron Mountain Rail- 
rand, at Main and Rutger.~ He had 
gone down Rutger from Merchants’ and 
walked in a hurry as though having busl- 
mess in the neighborhood, From Main an4 

tutger he started north. It was a dark 
night and as he passed out of sight the 
Watchman paid no further attention to it. 

Barney Lynch, the watchman at the Con- 
vent crossing, did not see anybody resem- 
bling Feldman until after the accident had 
occurred, It is certain, therefore, the man 
had purposely hidden between the long line 
of freight cars standing on the siding. 

lt was past 6:40 o’clock when the regular 
freight came along. jarney, the watch. 
man, says ihe tracks were perfectly clear 
at that time. 

When the big engine, with its thunderous 
cars and puffing noises, had reached mid- 
Way between Convent and Rutger a man 
Stepped suddeniy from the east side of the 
tracks into the glare of the headlight. He 
seemed to hesitate an instant, but did not 
}ook up at the approaching train. He stood 
in an attitude of alertness, with one foot 
forward as though prepared for a leap. 

When the engine reached within ten or 

a dozen feet of him, Feldmann threw him- 
self forward, not as one intending to jump, 
but like a person fallling purposely into 
water. 
. The next second he was under the wheels 
and dead. The train had mangled him hor- 
ribly, and all that remained of Feldmann 
was removed to the Mor-ue. 

When the body was searched at the 
Morgue a note was found upon him, writ- 
ten on a billhead of N. Roll, grocer, 1403 
South Broadway: 

“Dear Friend 
know that I am

An old, white-haired German woman with 
her frame trembling and shaking with grief, 
BObbed out:

She was Mrs. Fisher, the mother of the 
dead man, and she ‘had just heard the news 
When a Post-Dispatch reporter saw her. 
She lives upstairs over 73 Marion street, 
with her husband, John Fisher, who works 
for the Piackmer and Post Tile Company, 
and her two grown daughters. She is 
about 70 years old, and her daughters found 
it impossible to comfort her, their own 
grief was so great. ’ 

The old lady gave way to her feelings, 
and her anguish was'such that at times she 
could not speak. 

“Will did not kill himself; he did not do 
it,"" she insisted. ‘‘He was too good a son 
and he loved his mother and sisters too 

miuch for that. Letter or no letter, he did 
mot kill himself, and nothing will ever 
make me or his sisters believe he did. He 
was- wi'h us at 4 o'clock yesterday after- 
noon, when we had coffee. His death was 
an accident. Me wasn’t the kind of boy 
who would take his own life.’’ 

Finally the daughters led the aged woman 
away and put her in bed. 

William Feldmann was 26 years old and 
drove a vegetable wagon for Charles Schu- 
mann of 1506 South Seventh street, with 
wouee he had been living for the past 
hHoNtn, 

So far as known there was no cause for 
the tragic suicide, except that the bad 
weather had a depressing effect upon the 
young man, and he had not been able to 
take his wagon out during he day. But 
the note found on the mangled body was 
not the only evidence that he contemplated 
making way with himself. 

“Good by, I am going to leave you,” said 
Feldmann to Grocer Swetzler, who stood 
in h's door at Seventh and Barry streets, 
as the young man was returning from his 
mother’s home. Mr. Swetzler thought Feld- 
» Mann was going off on_a trip, shovuk hands 
with him and asked no questions. 

In Hoffmann’s saloon, 1616 South Seventh 
atreet, Feldmann asked for information 
concerning poisons. 

He-said he wanted to rid the Schumann 
house of rats and asked which was the 
surest poison. The bartender told him paris 
' green or crude arsenic. Feldmann ieft for 
the drug store and returned in a few min- 
utes and told the men in the saloon that 
the Aruggist would not sell it to him. 
Feldmann drank two glasses of beer in 
the saloon and walked down to his death. 
Those whd knew the man never imagined 
he was equal to such a tragic suicide. He 
was timid and retiring in his disposition and 
. as well liked by acQuaintances and neigh- 
OTR, 

The letter addressed “Friend Joe” was in- 
tended for Joe Elbers of 1111 South Eleventh 
street, leader of the Happy Knights’ Quar- 
tetle, of which Feldmann wes the baritone.

The Wheat Market Is Dull and the 
Closing Price Was Lower Than 
That of Monday. 


After two days of speculation on rain 
news the city farmers are trying to fore- 
cast the effect of the breaking of the 
drought in the wheat belt around St. Louis. 

Opinions vary. Self-interest sometimes 
SWays the city farmer. Thus it is that the 
bulls see little promise of a good crop next 
year, while the bears see visions of an 
immense yield. 

A happy medium is the forecast of the 
real farmer, the man who plants and plows 
and reaps the grain and makes it possible 
for the city farmer to exist. , 

Attorney Charles E. Wise, while a city 
dweller, belongs to the latter class in that 
he is interested with h's father in exten- 
Sive farms within 100 miles of St. Louis. 
Mr. Wise has returned froin a tour of Mis- 
souri and lilinois. He wae in Pike County, 
Missouri, just before the rain, and says 
cond.tions could not have been worse at 
that time. 

“The ground,” said Mr. Wise, “‘could not 
have been harder had it been. baked. it 
was cracked from the intense and con- 
tinued heat. Out of ¢uriosity I stuck my 
gun barrels in one of the fissures. Though 
thirty inches long, the. barrel would not 
reach bottom: I then experimented with a 
resin weed stalk and found the fissures 
four feet deep. The same condition exists 
In the Ill-nois wheat belt. 

“IT cannot see how a rain like the recent 
one can be of lasting benefit to wheat 
around St. Louis. The ground was so dry 
that the small amoum of water that feil 
was scarcely sufficient to soften the ‘sur- 
face, The sowing season is over and the 
butting in of more seed wheat is now out 
of the question. 

“‘In the reg:on around St. Louis there js 
not the slightest indication that wheat has 
been sown. At this season it should be four 
or five inches above the surface. Instead

Question of a Walking Delegate For- 
bidding Men Working on the 
Fullerton Building. 


Judge Klein heard arguments and testi- 
mony Tuesday morning on the contempt 
Proceedings brought by the members of 
local union No. 4 of the United Brotherhood 
vf Carpenters and Joiners against the Car- 
penters’ District Council of St. Louls and 
vicinity, 

Last spring the differences between the 
two unions got into court. Later a tem- 
porary injunction was granted, restraining 
the District Counoil from tnterfering with 
members of local union No, 4, 

The local union now claims that Miles 
B. Davenport, the walking delegate for the 
District Council, went to the Fullerton 
building and persuaded the foremen to dis- 
charge William Hayes and Thomas Cu- 
fieen, two local union men, because they 
did eat belong to the District Council. 

This, the local union men claim, is a flag- 
rant case of contempt and in v: ‘olation of 
the injunction gr inted by the court. 

The District Council was cited to appear 
and show cause why they. should not be 
punished 

William Hayes testified to having gone to 
the Fullerton Buliding on Sept. 22 with 
Thomas Cuneen and applied for work to 
the foreman. He was told to return at 2 
o'clock in the afternoon. He went ‘thoms 
and got his tools. He says, when he re- 
ported: 

“I met Davenport, the walking delegate 
of the District Council. 

“*You're here to stop me going to work?’ 
I asked 

“He said. ‘Oh, 
case by and by.

Hayes then told how Davenport went with 
him to the foreman, and when Hayes of- 
fered to go to work Davenport protested 
and told the foreman that Hayes could not 
work there. Mr. Wright, according to 
Hayes, said: ‘“‘Well, Dave, how about this 
man?’ 

“He can’t work here,” said Davenport. 

With that Wright turned away an told 
ita that he could not work. 

ee then said to Davenport: 
l, Dave, suppose I do go to work 
here er will happen?’

Mr. Hayes then informed the court as to 
the functions of the “steward of the job. 
He was a sort of mentor, whose duty it 
was to see that all men on the gy were 
“all right,” in the language of trades 
unions. 

Miles B. Davenport, the walking delegate 
for the District Council, denied having tried 
in any way to intimidate either the em- 
ores or the members of the local union, 


e said 
“I saw Hayeg.and he asked me if I in- 
tended to interfere. I told him I would be 
a chump to do anything of the kind while 
the injunction was on. 

“Then he asked me what I would do if h 
went to work, and I told him that I woul 
adyise all the union men on the buildin 
quit, thinking that any man has a righ 
quit a job whenever he wants to.’ 

Mr. Davenport's testimony on that point 
seemed to please the local union men great- 
ly, and he was made to say over and over 
again that he told Hayes he would induce 
the District Council men to quit if anv of 
the Loca] Union No, 4 men went to work. 

Testimony of witneSses to the occurrence 
occupied the time of the court until after 
the noon recess hour. 


DID NOT DIE UNATTENDED. 


A Letter Received Telling of Michael 
Fliynn’s Last Hours. 


Mrs. Robert Cody of 1840 South Newstead 
avenue has received a sympathetic letter 
from Mrs. L. N. Blood of Tuxedo, giving 
the facts of the death of young Michael 
Flynn, who was in the Missouri Pacific 
wreck, between Tuxedo and Lake Junc- 
tion, last Friday evening. 

Mrs. Cody reared the youth and stood in 
the light of his mother. The boy was more 
commoniy known as Cody than Flynn, his 
correct name. 

Mrs. Blood, in the letter, says that young 
Flynn did not die in agony, unattended and 
‘alone in the railway station at Tuxedo. 
When his mangled eae | was rescued from 
the wreck he was placed on a stretcher and 
taken to Mrs. Blood’s residence, where 
everything was done to make him ‘com fort- 
able. The Rev. Mr. Rutledge prayed with 
the dying boy, who afterward expressed a 
wish to see a priest. 

A messenger was sent to Webster for a 
priest, and in the meantime a Catholic 
woman, who was among young Flynn’s vol- 
unteer nurses, gave him a crucifix, which he 
kissed and pressed to his breast until he 
died, Saturday mornin 

Mrs, Blood assures Mrs. Cody that young 
Flynn was nursed as if he had been one 
of the family. He was conscious almost to 
‘his last breath, and in but little pain. His 
last words were a message of love to his 
foster-mother and sister.

Ai milion dollars is to be expended in en- 

larging and beautifying Shaw’s Garden, 5t. 
Louis’ popular beauty spot. 
The garden, as it now stands, contains 
forty-five acres, It will have an eighty- 
acre addition. A new conservatory will be 
erected, at.a cost of more than $100,000. It 
sill take more than ten years to carry into 
execution all of the plans now perfected by 
the Board of Trustees. 

It was the intention of the managers to 

begin the work this fall, as already told in 
the ‘Post-Dispatch, but, because of a hitch 
in the financial programme, the matter has 
been delayed and the work will not be begun 
until epring. Then it will be pushed. 
The first addition to the garden will be 
that of a twenty-acre:tract on the south. It 
fronts on Tower Grove avenue and extends 
south to Tower Grove Park, It extends 
west to Alfred street and north to Shenan- 
@oah street. Mr. A. (DD. Cunningham, Secre- 
tary of the Shaw estate, estimates that it 
w.!i require at least five years to get th s ad- 
dition into the state of perfeotion as desig- 
nated in the plans. 

As soon as the landscape gardeners have 
finished their work on this section they will 
take up anovher. Mr. Cunningham thinks 
the elghty-acre addition will be divided into 
five or six parts and one ‘part done each 


ear. 
The addition to the garden will be on dif- 
ferent I nes from that of the garden proper. 
It will be more on’*the plan of a park. 
the main object of Mr. Shaw, who founded 
and gave the garden to the city, will be 
strictly adhered to. It will be a great ob- 
ect leseon fer. those. Interested in botany. 
Every tree and ehrub will be properly 
abeled, so that every visitor may observe 
the characteristics and beauties of each 
lant, and in beaut!fying his own premises 

@e may také advantage of the researches, 
experience and results of the experts in 
charge of the garden. 

The first twenty-acre addition will be de- 
voted to North American flora excluelvely. 
All the hardy trees, shrubs and flowers that 
can be successfully grown out of doors in 
this continent will find a place here. They 
will be arranged in groups or families, 
There will be a maesing of beds, as in the 
a garden, but a clump of trees, no 
wo exactly alike, will find a place along- 
side a collection of outdoor flowers. 

Landscape gardening will be a feature of 
the additions, and a series of artificial lakes, 
extending all through.the new additions 
will be a feature. he chain of lakes will 
have a beginning in the southeast curner 
of the addition and will extend through the 
other additions to the northeast corner, 
where the water will find an outlet with a 
‘gewer. The lakes will supply a home for 
thousands of water planis, and the aquatic 
plants will be a prominent feature. 

Winding walks will be arranged through- 
out the new additions, but as in the present 
garden yo driveways will be -sonstructed. 

he new conservatory, the plans for which 
are already drawn, will be located in one 
of the new sections directly tn front of the 
. main entrance on the Tower Grove avenues 
aide. It will be several times larger than

Receiver of the Union Pacific, Pre- 
vented by an Inflamed Eye 
From Attending the Sale, 
Will Go to Omaha Soon. 


Mr. 8. H. H. Clark, one of the receivers 
of the Union Pacific Railroad, was not in 
Omaha when the property was sold at auc- 
tion Monday morning. 

He sat beside a blazing fire in his St. 
Lou's ‘home at Thirty-fifth and Pine streets, 
nursing an inflamed eye. He was not sick, 
On the contrary he appeared stronger, in 
better health and spirits than for two 
years, and his face had a brown and ruddy 
tinge, which had taken tthe place of. the 
pallid look he wore in the spring.

Mr, Clark declined to discuss the matter 
of the presidency of the reorganized Union 
Pacific, but it is believed it has either been 
tendered him, or will be whenever the re- 
organization committee proceeds to the elec- 
tion of officers. The fact that he declined to 
discuss e subject is a rather certain indl- 
cation that it is being conaidered. Mr.

But even that is a question to be deter- 
mined by the reorganization committee, 
which may request the receivers to con- 
tinue In office a few days or a week until 
managing officials can be chosen. Further- 
more, the receivers must have a week or 
two in which to close their books. The Dooks 
of the road are al! conducted as the re- 
celvers’ records. These must be closed and 
a new set opened. How long a time they 
require for that purpose depends upon the 
judgment of Judge Sanborne. But practi- 
cally the receivers have no further connec- 
tion with the Union Pacific management. 
Their day is atan end. The entire transfer 
of books, papers and reports will be con- 
summated before December 1.” 

“It is said, Mr. Clark, that you will be 
the new President of the road?” 

Mr. Clark smiled. “You know I cannot 
discuss that question." 

He appeared to be particularly pleased 
with the sale of the road. He has argued 
persistently ever since his appointment as 
one of the receivers that there could be no 
hope of a successful management of the 
Union Pacific until it should be removed 
from court directorship and placed in con- 
trol of an experienced sihxle power. How 
much he had to do with the scheme of re- 
organization can only be surmised, but those 
familiar with his influence and his great 
ability as a railroad manager may guess Uiat

The Cabanne Place Railway contemplates 
the laying of about fourteen miles of track, 
running over private aa well as public prop- 
erty in the choicest sections of the resident 
district of the West End, as extension and 
connecting lines of the Lindell system, and 
it is intimated by interested property own- 
ers that if the lines are built it will depreci- 
ate their property fully $5,000,000. 

The results of this bill’s passage would be 
to weld together the Lindell and Missouri 
Railroad systems, the latter owned by Ed- 
wards Whitaker and Charles D, McLure, re- 
spectively president and vice president of 
the Lindell system.

5,145); south aleng and 
across King's highway boulevard, to Fountain 
avenue, and with a single track on either side of 
Fountain Park, to a point opposite the east end 
of Fountain avenue, and a double track to Wal- 
ton avenue; thence south over Walton avenue, 
to Delmar avenue; thence east ever the Lindell 
railway tracks, to Taylor avenue; thence east, 
with a double track, on, over and along Delmar 
avenue to Grand avenue, te a connection with 
the travks of the Lindell Railway Co.; and over 
the tracks of the Lindell Railway Co., south on 
Grand avenue, to Lucas avenue; and east on 
Lucas avenue, to Channing avenue; thence south 
on Channing avenue, to Olive street, on the 
eastbound track of the Missouri Rallroad Co., 
to Fourth street; thence south 6n Fourth atreet, 
on the southbound track of the People’s Railway 
Co., to Chestnut street; thence west on Chest- 
nut street, on and over the track of the La- 
clede avenue, Feurth street and Ferest Park 
Railway Co., to Sixth street; thence to connec- 
tion with, over and along, the track of the Mis- 
souri Railroad Co,, to the west side of Twelfth 
street; thence with a single track along the west 
side of Twelfth street, to Olive street, with a 
connection to the westbound track of the Mis- 
sourl Railroad Co.; thence west, over and alon 
the westbound track of the Missouri Railroa 
Co.,to Channing avenue, to a connection with the 
double track on said street aforesaid. Also with 
a double track connecting the tracks of the Mis-

There is the Hamilton avenue and Baden 
Railway bill, introduced by Mr. Horton last 
week. The simple description of what the 
promoters of this scheme ‘want covers two 
printed pages of legal cap paper, and in- 
stead of a single road the franchise em- 
braces three, asking for miles and miles 
of streets throughout the southwestern, 
western and northwestern sections of the 
city. Aside from unoccupied streets it also 
asks for the privilege of utilizing the tracks 
of other companies, 

With the yarpane of this bill there would 
be no room left for the much-mooted North 
and South road unless that octopus turns 
itself into an elevated system. 

The Hamilton and Baden Road would com- 
mence at Old Manchester road and the city 
limits: the proposed route goes northeast to 
the Skinker road and_ Delmar boulevard, 
taking in Vine avenue, Benton street, Bilen- 
don place, Wise and McCausland avenues 
and the Clayton road. Then it uses the 
Delmar Avenue and Clayton Railway Co. to 
Hamilton avenue, switching north te Btzel 
avenue and along the Lindell tracks to Ply- 
mouth, continuing north to North Market 
street and west to the city limits, 

A setond route starts from Hamilton and 
North Market streets, runs down to Union 
and over to Spaulding and east over the 
Lindell tracks to Cottage, whence it 
branches north to Maffitt and then takes a 
shoot to O’Fallon Park. 

Then it would make a third grand division 
by starting at Taylor and Cottage avenue 
along the Lindell tracks to Finney and 
down to Third and Washington avenue, and 
the present Lindell route, This is plainly 
another proposition for Lindell extension 
and like the Cabanne place scheme wow] 
allow the cars to run fifteen miles an hour.
